Sir; 


In reference to your verbal request of this morning, I have the honor to report that this 
Department can manufacture, with the face at present employed Five thousand dollars ($5000) in 
Standard Dollars, and thirty-seven 50/100 Dollars ($37.50) in Cents, per hour. Working twelve 
(12) hours per day, this will produce $60,000 in standard dollars and $450 in Cents; which will 
give by the 30th inst. (say 18 days) $1,080,000 in standard dollars, and $8,100 in Cents. This in 
addition to amounts already delivered will make the month’s coinage $1,326 on in Standard 
dollars, and $14,400 cents. 


This coinage will necessitate besides, the keeping of four (4) Annealers about two (2) 
hours daily, additional to the 12 hours named for the purpose of annealing the bronze blanks. 


Less time will be taken if, in the progress of the work, it is found to be possible to do so, 
in order to accomplish the result desired. 


The Adjuster need only work two (2) hours additional to the regular time, and I think 
there will be no need of the Coining Room being run later than the regular hours. It may be 
necessary to occasionally keep the selectors a few hours overtime. 


To produce the coinage named will require the daily receipt of thirty-six (36) melts of 
Dollar Ingots, and three hundred (300) Ingots for cents.
